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Speedway 

setbacks 

> Officials saying 
project is right 
on track

The Canadian Motor 
Speedway might have to 
lightly tap its brakes but the 
$400-million project is plan¬ 
ning to move ahead. 

Two minor archaeological 
sites have been discovered 
within the 823 acres of land 
the speedway is planned to 
be built on, which the Town 
of Fort Erie's director of 
community planning and 
development Rick Brady 
says are not considered to 
be too much of an impedi¬ 
ment on the project. 

He explained that 
Ontario's Ministry of Culture 
is overseeing field work on 
two small areas and that 
there are options of working 
through them or re-locating 
what has been found. 

Brady said the findings 
are not being considered to 
be of any historical signifi¬ 
cance and what has been 
discovered is common 
around creeks in Greater 
Fort Erie.

It turned out to be a minor 
stabbing incident, but one 
search of “Fort Erie” on 
Twitter Sunday and you 
might have thought the 
town was locked down. 

A Hamilton man was 
arrested and charged after 
police say he stabbed two 
people multiple times. 

Niagara Regional Police 
said the victims suffered 
non-life threatening injuries 
and were released from hos¬ 
pital shordy after. 

The incident happened 
on Courtwright St. around 8 
p.m., police said, where a 
62-year-old and 43-year-old 
man were involved in an 
argument with the suspect. 

Police said the confronta¬ 
tion escalated, causing the 
lone suspect to stab both 


victims with a corkscrew. 

By 10:30 p.m., social 
media sites were abuzz with 
speculation there was a man 
loose stabbing people. 

One Twitter user posted 
there was a "killer on the 
loose" while another one 
posted “SWAT team in Fort 
Erie” referencing the large 
police presence near the 
downtown area. 

Another user warned his 
followers to not go outside. 

“Unfortunately, when 
something like this happens 
people take to social media 
and the facts are not correct. 
It’s based on rumours and 
gossip," said NRP social 
media co-ordinator Const. 
Rich Gadreau. “Suddenly a 
stabbing becomes worse 
than it is and people think 
the information must be 
true and don’t check their 

He said people should be 
careful with what they read 


on sites and the quickest 
tweet or post isn’t always 
accurate. 

“A person could be incit¬ 
ing a greater panic than 
necessary,” Gadreau said. 
“In this case, police were 
involved from the get-go 
and the victims were cared 
for. Nobody was in serious 
danger of dying or anything 
like that.” 

He said the man was 
arrested near the Peace 
Bridge at around 11 p.m. 
after he turned himself in to 
Canada Border Services 
Agency officers. 

Gadreau said police 
weren’t able to use their 
Twitter account (@ 
NiagRegPolice) to update 
people because the investi¬ 
gation was still ongoing.

"If it becomes a huge issue, 
we’ll get something on, but 
this type of incident isn't 
uncommon in Niagara,” he 

Police have increased their 
social media presence over 
the last year creating a Twitter 
and Facebook profile they 
use to relay information to 
the public. 

Police spokesman Const. 
Derek Watson recently used 
his own Twitter account to 
provide first-hand updates at 
a recent bomb scare at Brock 
University in June. 

Gadreau said he attends 
regular conferences and 
seminars throughout the 


province to stay up-to-date 
on social media skills and 
believes the NRP is a leader 
of using social media prop¬ 
erly in Ontario. He men¬ 
tioned the Boston police 
department as a good exam¬ 
ple of a force using Twitter 
right. 

“They got on social media 
channels (soon after the 
Boston Marathon bombings) 
and were telling people what 
they know,” he said. “If we 
had a big incident like that 
we feel we would be able to 
implement good social 
media practices to combat 
misinformation as well.”

Social media has its pros and cons

The great thing about 
social media is that it 
gives everyone a voice. 
The downside of social 
media is it gives every- 

A stabbing incident 
in Fort Erie Sunday 
night illustrates how 
dangerous it is to rely 


only on social media to 
get breaking news. 
Facebook and Twitter 
users ran amok Sunday 
when they tried to con¬ 
vey what they thought 
they knew about it. 

Twitter and Facebook 
have irreversibly 
changed the way people 
communicate with each 
other. They were instru¬ 
mental in the Arab 
Spring, as well as for 
organizing last month’s 
protest in Turkey and 
the recent uprising in 
Egypt. 

Social media gives us 
the ability to communi¬ 
cate instantly with hun¬ 


dreds or thousands of 
people. 

But Sunday’s incident 
illustrates how a little 
bit of wrong informa¬ 
tion, filtered through 
the social media prism, 
can wildly distort reali¬ 
ty- 

Police responded to 
the stabbing as they nor¬ 
mally would. But judg¬ 
ing by the Facebook sta¬ 
tus updates and tweets, 
you would have thought 
Fort Erie was under the 
kind of lockdown Boston 
was under when police 
were combing the city 
for the Boston Marathon 
bombers. 


thing like the kids’ game 
“Broken Telephone.” 
There were inaccurate 
reports that three peo¬ 
ple had been stabbed, 
unsubstantiated reports 
about a “murder” and 
even rumours the “kill¬ 
er” was still on the 
loose. 

Of course, everything 
was posted in real time 
- as it was happening. 

When the dust settled, 
the official account was 
that there was a fight 
among three people dur¬ 
ing which one guy 
jabbed another with a 
corkscrew and then fled.

This year marked the 23rd 
year for the festival. About 
120 vendors packed Ridge 
Rd. from Farr Ave. to Willson 
St., closing down the village's 
main artery to vehicles. 

This year’s co-ordinator 
Pauline Carroll said close to 
20,000 people checked out 
some of what the festival had 
to offer including a car show, 
live music, street dance, psy¬ 
chic fair and children’s 

And while Fort Erie still 
draws a bigger crowd, the 
buzz from the community 
isn't as positive as it used to 
be. 

“The Friendship Festival 
used to have the big name 
(musical) acts and I think 


that’s what drew people 
there, but funding has been 
depleted,” she said. "They 
have more of a carnival-type 
atmosphere, so it’s a differ¬ 
ent kind of event.” 

Friendship Festival man¬ 
ager Flo Odding said it’s no 
secret the lack of bingo rev¬ 
enue has made it difficult to 
put on a show that used to 
feature air shows, major 
Canadian bands and hun¬ 
dreds of vendors that lined 
the Niagara Blvd. 

"Ridgeway has more com¬ 
mitment from their commu¬ 
nity than the Friendship 
Festival has ever gotten from 
the Fort Erie community,” 
she said. 

That’s because Ridgeway’s 
festival is held on the street 


and relies on businesses 
there to participate, she 
said. 

"We are in a park so it’s a 
different kind of scenario,” 
Odding said. “We’re not the

Carroll said both festivals 
are important to the entire 
Fort Erie community. 

"If you’re from the area 
and you haven’t been here 
for a while, it feels like com¬ 
ing home,” she said.

They also manufacture 
parts for the Chinook 
helicopter, which is used 
all over the world by many 
organizations. 

Another program that 
has kept the Fort Erie 
company in good shape is 
the Viking Twin Otter, a 
plane used mainly by gas 
exploration companies, 
governments, the Golden 
Knights U.S. parachute 
team and more. 

Fleet manufactures 40% 
of the Twin Otter’s exter¬ 
nal structure and has also 
been making wing skins 
for that model since 
1962. 

Kozachenko said the 
company couldn’t be 
more pleased with the 
way things are going at 
the plant on Gilmore Rd. 

"We’re hiring not only 
for this program but for 
others too,” said 
Kozachenko. 

In the last 18 months, 
Fleet has filled 30 new 
positions.

LAXATIVES AND CONSTIPATION 

Very rarely does a day go by where there isn’t a question about constipation from a patient 
stopping by the pharmacy. Most patients want to know what they should take that is 
available without a prescription. 


Constipation is a symptom that occurs when waste moves too slowly through the body, 
resulting in stool that is dry and hard. This often makes it difficult and painful to pass. 


Some medications such as antidepressants, water pills, and certain pain killers (such as 
Oxycontin and Codeine) may cause constipation. 


The frequency of bowel movements varies from person to person, from as little as twice a 
week to a couple of times a day, and is affected by diet, medications, and exercise. 


If you are having trouble going to the washroom, the first thing a pharmacist will usually 
recommend is increasing the amount of fibre in the diet by eating whole grains, fruits and 
vegetables. In addition, drinking at least 8 glasses of water will minimize constipation. 


If these suggestions do not work, there are several options available to you. 


For short-term treatment of constipation, (if you haven’t been to the washroom in several 
days), a saline laxative such as Milk of Magnesia can be tried. Alternatively glycerin 
suppositories work quite well. If symptoms still do not resolve you could consider an 
enema with the advice of your physician. 

Stimulant laxatives such as Dulcolax and Senokot can also be used to maintain regularity. 
If you are on long term narcotic therapy you may need to take these types of medications 
as long as you are taking the narcotics. 

For long-term treatment of constipation, bulk-forming agents such as Metamucil or Prodiem 
Plain can be used. These bulk-forming agents increase the stool weight, allowing the stool 
to pass through the body faster and cause more frequent bowel movements. These agents 
typically take about 12-72 hours to take effect and are usually safe to use for long periods 
of time. When taking bulk-forming agenfs, it is recommended to drink lots of fluid. 


For young children there are a few options. For immediate relief a pediatric glycerin 
suppository can be tried. For chronic long term management PEG 3350 is often prescribed, 
or is available over-the-counter as LAX-A-Day. You should consult your family doctor 
however if you want to try an oral medication for a child suffering from chronic constipation. 


If you are not having trouble going to the washroom, but you find the stool to be too hard 
and painful to pass, the pharmacist may recommend a stool softener such as Colace 
(docusate sodium) that will soften the stool for increased comfort. 


Before deciding on a therapy, talk to a pharmacist and they can help you decide on a 
treatment that is right for you.

year to sell their property 
on Gilmore Rd., a place 
they've called home for 
almost 40 years. 

At the moment, Jukosky 
says they are carrying on 
with their lives, embracing 
the possibility that no sale 
will ever take place. 

But if the Canadian 
Motor Speedway does 
revisit their deal from last 
year, then he is still willing 
to sell and find another

Fort Erie's Economic 
Development and Tourism 
Corporation's general 
manager Jim Thibert said

the speedwayfirst inquired 
about purchasing his 

He also feels Jukosky 
should be more patient 
than he has been already 
and wait until the speed¬ 
way proponents are 100% 
ready to break ground. 

"He should be wanting 
to support the project, 
help find a way to make it 
happen and not stop it on 
behalf of everybody," said 
Thibert. 

Canadian Motor 
Speedway executive direc¬ 
tor and partner Azhar 
Mohammad said the 
archeological findings 
aren't being considered a 
delay that will cause much 
difficulty. 

He said the first phase of 
the Miller's Creek re-align- 
ment remains a top prior¬ 
ity that is progressing on 
schedule. 

"We will be clearing the 
rest of the site with stage 
two and potentially stage 
three archaeology studies 
over the next few months 
while working on site plan 
approvals in parallel," said 
Mohammad. 

When asked about the 
sale of land owned by 
Jukosky and a separate 
property that belongs to 
another resident, 

Mohammad said patience 
from them is required. 

He said their land will 
be purchased. 

"They just need to 


understand that we need 
to be able to complete our 
work in order to make sure 
we can build what we 
came to build," said 
Mohammad in an email. 

"None of these delays 
are the result of the 
Canadian Motor Speedway 
and we have been very 
generous in compensating 
them for their patience 
over the last several years," 
he added. 

He understands both 
residents do not want to 
live directly next to the 
speedway when it is built 
and said they will not be 
left in that situation. 

"We have suffered the 
most damage in terms of 
delays so there is no logic 
in CMS prolonging this 
process purposely. We do 
not get a free pass on pro¬ 
vincial regulation and 
have to deal with issues 
like archeology as they 
come," said Mohammad. 

With the recent archeo¬ 
logical findings on the site, 
Miller's Creek will have to 
be rerouted around poten¬ 
tially sensitive areas. 

Updated drawings will 
have to be submitted to 
the Niagara Peninsula 
Conservation Authority 
for approval. 

"An approval based on 
older drawings previously 
submitted does not allow 
us to move a single grain 
of dirt unless archeologi¬ 
cal clearance of that area 
is undertaken."

Dave Kobelka knows all about sweet 

The Stevensville resident has oper¬ 
ated his own baseball bat-making 
company for the last seven years and 
at last Saturday's Niagara District 
Senior Baseball League at Oakes Park, 
he set up a table to sell some of his 
products and answer any questions 
players and fans might have about the 
process. 

He also donated one to the homerun 
derby and another for the Fort Erie 
Cannons' breast cancer fundraiser on 
Wednesday. 

Sales mainly take place through his 
website but players from all over 
Hamilton, Niagara, Burlington and 
Toronto have even drove to his home 
business in Stevensville to pick the 
product that is right for them and 
their style of swing at the plate. 

"You have to educate them on what 
to look for in a good bat," said 
Kobelka. 

He said players will get the most out 
of his product if they use it properly 
and know how important it is to focus 
on keeping the label out towards the 
opposing pitcher. 

"All bats will break if you don't hit it 
in the right spot,” he said. 

"The bottom line is you have to keep 
the label out." 

There are many factors that he pays 
attention to when a hitter visits him or 
inquires online about his product. 

The power and the size of the ath¬ 
lete definitely comes into play. 

"I'll custom make anything they 
want," he said. 

He admitted that most of his clien¬ 
tele are hardball players who still take 
the game rather seriously, considering 
that aluminum bats are ruled out for 
anyone playing above the Bantam 
level. 

He says this has a lot to do with 
playing safe. 

"A ball comes off an aluminum bat 
30% faster than it does off a wooden 
bat," said Kobelka. 

He estimates it takes him about two 
hours to finish one unit. 

"It's a lot of little processes," he 

His products made of ash sell for 
$55 and his maple bats sell for $65 and 
he even supports the local economy in 
the process. 

"I source all my own wood from 
southern Ontario."
